The Civil Magiftrate do’s make Laws relating to 
Divine Worftip, not IN S.ACRIS, but CIKCA 
SACRA, that is, they don’t by a Law, eftablifh 
any New Dottrines of Religion 5 but for the bet- 
ter Government of the Charch, according to De- 
cency and Order, and for the berter putting the 
Laws of Ged in Execution, by the Power of the 
Secular Arm.

A Church is a Society Profefling fuch 
a Faith, Now, as I have thew’d before, it is 
Government only makes a Society. Never fo 
Great a Number of Believers, wou'd not bea 
Society, and Confequently not a Church, unlefs 
they were put under Government and fome 
They might be call’d a Seé#, but 
they cou’d not be a Society, without Govern- 
ment. Of this we have Difcours’d before. 
Therefor the -Apoffles wherever they Ereéted 
‘Churches, left Bifhops to Govern them. ~Nay 
fo Careful were they in this matter; That 
they left Bifheps in Places, before ther were 
any Converts made, as St. Clement tells us in 
his firft Epiftle to the Corinthians, who was 
Feilow-Traveller and Fellow-Labourer with the 
Apoftles. ziy pusraovrov amish ey They Con- 
ftituted Bifbops over thofe who fhou’d after- 
wards Believe. That they fhou’d no fooner 
Receive the Chriffian Faith, than they fhou’d 
be Incorporated into the Chriftian Society of the 
Church. 

Now whoever has the Placing and Dif-pla- 
cing of the Governors of any Society, have the 
whole of that Society, as a Society, Abfolutly in 
his Power. He may not only Hinder them to 
A& as a Society, but he may Diffolve them 
from being 9 Sariety, by giving them mo more 

" Governors ; or he may take the whole Govern- 
ment into his own Hands, and fet over them 
whom he Pleafes ; And fo Alter the whole 
Nature of the Society, and make it nothing of 
what it was at firft. 

And all this may bedone, by medling only 
circa Sacra, and only as to the External Politie. 
For indeed That is All of any Society. Every 
Society is Outward and Vifible. And its Govern- 
ment muft be fo. You may Believe as you 
Pleafe, that is Inward. But the External Po- 
litie is the Whole of a Church. 

And as the Church is the Pillar and Ground 
of the Truth, the Faith too will go along with 
it. This we have feen by Altering the Ex- 
ternal Politie of the Church at Rome, and in 
other Eraftian Countries. And this has made 
fo many Atheifts and Deif's among us, this has 
Begot the Book of the Rights, to Difpute 
again{t all Church and all Religion ; while they 
Can fee none but what is Hung at the Belt of 
the Civil Magiffrat: Whofe Authority they 
fuppofing to Come from the Peeple, conte- 

quently they have Refolv’d all Church, and 
Religion, and Scripture too into the Peopke.

ABOUT Temporal things!
